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I, Richard W. Poole, being duly sworn, hereby state: 

1. I am employed by IGT as a Gaming Machine Programmer. 

2. I design programming modules that are executed by processors of gaming 
machines. 

3. I am generally familiar with the subject matter claimed in the above referenced 
patent application, and I am generally familiar with the inventions disclosed therein. 

4. I am a named inventor in the above referenced application. 

5. In Exhibit B of the Affidavit submitted on July 7, 2004, the submitted screen 
capture images illustrate graphical elements of the commercial embodiment of the 
"Elephant King" game, such as a plurality of video reels and a plurality of symbols on 
the video reels. When I developed the programming module in Exhibit A of the affidavit 
submitted on February 28, 2005, the programming module was intended to be executed 
by a processor of a gaming device or machine and the graphical elements were 
intended to be displayed on a display device of a gaming machine or device.

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6. In Exhibit A of the affidavit submitted on February 28, 2005, the portion of the 
programming module "void slot slot2_5ek_statejdle (Game * game)," when executed 
by a processor of a gaming machine or device, causes graphical elements to be 
displayed by a display device of the gaming machine or device. 

7. Therefore, I believe that the claimed invention was conceived at least as early 
as June 1, 1999 and reduced to practice at least as early as June 17, 1999.
